Dear 
We are writing to respond to your request, in which you sought the following records: 


Releasable agency-held records on the Casa Grande Test Range, near Casa Grande, 
Arizona, to include information about the Ground Control Points used within the range 
by the United States Geological Survey in the agency’s mapping, cartographic, and 
geodesy activities. An example is provided within the attached files. Releasable records 
can include executive summaries of range usage, images of range in usage USGS 
mapping activities, or USGS-originated report summaries created using the Casa Grande 
Test Range. Records may reside in USGS historical files based on the year of the marker 
— 1966. Newspaper records indicate the range was abandoned in 1984, so use “1960 
through 1984” as search criteria. 


After a thorough search of our files, it has been determined that USGS has no records responsive 
to your request. During our search, we did locate references to several publications which may 
be useful or of interest. 


The item shown below is not a USGS Publication, but the Casa Grande Test Range is 
specifically mentioned:

the search, including by date range; guidance on using the system is located at EarthExplorer 
Help Index | The Long Term Archive (usgs.gov). 


The National Geospatial Technical Operations Center (NGTOC) reports that the geodetic marks 
were set by the Army Corps of Engineers. These were not shown on USGS published maps over 
the requested time period because they weren’t either horizontal or vertical control points. The 
geodetic marks are also not related to the Public Land Survey System (PLSS) corners. Arizona 
was one of the last states where USGS produced 1:24,000 scale maps; during the time period of 
the request, only 1:62,500 scale maps were produced. 


Ms. Janis Wilson, Government Information Specialist, U.S. Geological Survey, is responsible for 
this denial. 


On December 31, 2020, your request for a fee waiver was granted; as such, you are not being 
charged for the processing of your request. 


You may appeal this response to the Department’s FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer. If you 
choose to appeal, the FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer must receive your FOIA appeal no 
later than 90 workdays from the date of this final response. Appeals arriving or delivered after 
5 p.m. Eastern Time, Monday through Friday, will be deemed received on the next workday. 


Your appeal must be made in writing. You may submit your appeal and accompanying 
materials to the FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer by mail, courier service, fax, or email. All 
communications concerning your appeal should be clearly marked with the words: “FREEDOM 
OF INFORMATION APPEAL.” You must include an explanation of why you believe this 
response is in error. You must also include with your appeal copies of all correspondence 
between you and USGS concerning your FOIA request, including your original FOIA request 
and this response. Failure to include with your appeal all correspondence between you and 
USGS will result in the Department’s rejection of your appeal, unless the FOIA/Privacy Act 
Appeals Officer determines (in the “FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer’s sole discretion) that 
good cause exists to accept the defective appeal.
